Fearful of West Germany's 
mounting economic and military 
power, the Russians had pulled 
all possible strings in an effort 
to defeat the Chancellor.

uses of nuclear energy, recom- 
mends that the United States 
support fully the establishment 
and operation of the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency. 

As other means of strengthen- 
ing international co-operation in 
the peaceful development of nu- 
clear energy, the report called 
for encouragement and tech- 
nical support for Euratom 
(European Atomic Energy Com- 
munity) by the United States 
and expanding this country’s 
present program of establish- 
ing regional research and train- 
ing centers for nuclear energy. 

A Sober Warning. 

A/ coneluding observation on 
the United States “atoms-for- 
peace” program contained a so- 
ber warning that good results 
will not follow automatically 
from a well-intentioned inter- 
national atomic effort. . 

“Under some forms of the de- 
velopment, nuclear energy could 
become a force contributing to 
extreme economic nationalism,” 
the report said. “It could also 
be used as a device for enforc- 
ing economic dependence pf one 
country on arother—a f of 
‘atomic imperialism.’ The best 
interests of mankind require 
that it become a force contribu- 
ting to truly international co- 
operation — as exemplified by 
the potentialities of the inter- 
national atomic energy agency. 

“This latter course of the de- 
velopment of nuclear energy 
provides the most promising 
way of reconciling the various 
economic interests of all coun- 
tries that are undertaking or 
expecting to undertake nuclear 
energy programs. t this 
course will not come a by 
itself. It will be advanced by a 
vigorous policy, domestic and 
international, for the develop- 
ment of nuclear energy on the 
part of the United States Goy- 
ernment and by business enter- 
prise. From the United States 
point of view, this is the course 
that accords with the high ob- 
jectives of our atoms-for-peace 
policy.” 

Warns of Optimism. 

This last statement was ac- 
companied by a footnoted com- 
ment by Peter Henle, assistant 
director of research for the 
AFL-CIO and a member of the 
National Planning Association’s 
special policy committee on the 
productive uses of atomic en- 
ergy. Henle said he felt the 
statement implied “to optimistic 
a view of the future contribu- 
tion of atomic energy.” Nuclear 
energy can do muth to boost 
the world standard of living, he 
said, but “the causes of the 
‘cold war’ are far too deep- 
seated and complex to be solved 
or even substantially alleviated 
by the advancing technology of 
nuclear energy alone.”

Keep the menu relatively simple, and plan it with the 
limitations of available equipment in mind. 


Keep the number of committee members to a minimum— | 


three or four kitchen workers for each 50 guests should be 


sufficient, plus waitresses. 


When planning the menu, remember that it is wise to 
include dishes which are prepared on the top of the range as 


well as in the oven, so as not to crowd either one. An oven meal 


may save time and fuel for family menus, but for quantity 
production it is better to use every part of the range. 

Take a tip from industry and set up a “production line” for 
making soups, sandwiches, et cetera, with each worker assigned 


to one specific task. 


Check all equipment thoroughly ahead of time to make 
certain that it is in perfect working order. This means not 
only major appliances, but such little things as being sure that 


all knives are sharp. 


By all means, use only standard sizes of pans. (This makes 
it much easier to serve even portions.) And don’t crowd pots 


or pans over three-fourths full. 


Most important of all, remember that you are responsible 
for the safety of many persons, both workers and guests, so 
con’t take even the slightest chance with food poisoning. Luke- 
warm temperatures are dangerous, so don’t let foods stand at 


room temperature; follow the old rule and “keep cold foods juice.

How to Restrain the Militia 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The use of the Arkansas state mil- 
itia by Gov. Faubus calls attention 
to the very relevant fact that with-

armed and equipped by the United 
States Government, 
pon the advice of one of the 
ablest legal authorities in the South 
at the time, my union protested in 
1928 to the War Department against 
Allowing federal equipment to help 
_, break strikes or otherwise intimidate 
the local citizenry. I can recall very 
well the polite rebuffs we received 
from the officials we» talked to in 
Washington way back then. Inci- 
dentally, no one then or later denied 
the fact that the United States could 
legally have prevented its property 
issued to the,states from being used 
in this improper fashion. 

In the early 30s, when a new 
round of textile strikes occurred in 
the South, and again the National 
Guards were called out in three or 
four states, a group of trade union- 
ists had legislation introduced in the 
Congress specifically prohibiting 

-Tefederal military staff from being 
used for local police purposes, etc. 
„During the decades since then I 
have in various ways attempted to 
ep the issue alive. In the Tru- 
man period again the Guards were 
mobi for use in Southern strikes. 
Again I made my pitch to the top 
military officials and to liberal peo- 
ple in the Congress. This time at 
the Pentagon my colleagues and my- 
self were told seriously that it would 
\jeopardize the national defense to 
‘le what we felt these officials 
Yohally agreed with us was the right 
thing to do—tie down or carefully 
limit the purposes for which the 
states could use the uniforms and 
| equipment afforded the states by the 
federal authorities. We were told 
that certain states would simply re- 
fuse to maintain a militia if such 
|safeguards were to be enacted into 
law or required by executive action. 

In view of what has now happened 

fn Arkansas, I suggest that the 
„brass in the Department of De- 
tense were totally wrong in their 
osition a few years ago. Is it not 
igh time that the White House and 
the Congress seriously reconsider the 
practice of allowing the states to 
utterly misuse the equipment pro- 
vided from Washington without 
which the National Guards could not 
function? Deprived of these tools, 
men like Gov. Faubus would be a 
good deal less likely to go to the 
lengths which have shocked most 
of the people of this country.

But this 
is a mere formality as der Alte ‘Herr—the “Old 
Gentleman,” as he is known—was the man who 
really carried many an election district other 
than his own, 


“The turnout of voters was large. It may run 


around 90 per cent when the last ballot is 
counted. Yet interest in the pre-election cam- 
paign was relatively mild. It was a “Peace and 
Prosperity” affair, what the Germans call a 
“stomach election.“ 

Dr. Adenauer, whose austere authority com- 
mands wide respect, took full credit for Ger- 
many’s economic miracle“ and asserted, insofar 
as he touched foreign affairs, that his NATO 
policy protected the Germans from the Russians. 

His chief opponent, Erich Ollenhauer of the 
Social Democrats, seemed more like a college 
lecturer. He examined the Adenauer claims, 
He asserted that the economic “miracle” was to 
be attributed to the currency reforms forced on 
the Germans by the Americans; to the change 
in policy toward Germany effected by Dean 
Acheson and adopted by the other allies, to 


American ‘aid, and to the outbreak of the Ko- 


rean war which opened markets to the Germans 
while other nations again turned to military 
production. 

Ollenhauer also went over Bonn’s legislative 
record with a fine comb. But apparently a ma- 
jority of the voters were not interested in analy- 
sis. They simply looked into their pocketbooks 
before voting. That has happened before, and 
elsewhere, too. 1 oe, 

The voting indicated a definite resurgence of 
Dr. Adenauer’s influence from the low point it 
reached during the German rearmament de- 
bates. American “interference” on his behalf— 
indicated by the White House “statement of in- 
tention” to return war-seized property to German 
owners, remarks by Secretary Dulles and the 
presence of a G.O.P. campaign director in Ade- 
nauer headquarters—was not resented as much 
as had been expected, nor was it offset by clumsy 
Russian efforts to influence the voting—efforts 
so clumsy that they drew the comment that the 
Kremlin must be pro-Adenauer. 

The octogenarian who has twice before been 
elected Chancellor has used his victory as the 
basis for a statement that will hearten the 
West. The voting, he says, will be a safe foun- 
dation stone “for the policies of NATO under 
the leadership of the United States.” West 
Germany now will be able to give its moral and 
political support to NATO, he said. 

Equally cheering is the Chancellor's restate- 
ment of West German aims: first, controlled dis- 
armament; second, relaxatioh of international 
tensions; third, German re-unification; and 
fourth, genuine peace for all nations. 

That set of goals would be a credit today to 
any leader in Europe—for that matter, any- 
where in the world,

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Plunged in the Gloom of Victory 

One of the most curious things about the 
Charter election was that those who won it have 
never seemed very happy. 

Happy winners tend to be generous to the 
losers. They are content to let bygones be by- 
gones. They bask in the warmth of their vic- 
tory, and if anybody feels mean or vindictive 
it is the losers. 

Not so with the Charter election. In this 
case it is the winners, not the losers, who have 
carried over the bitterness of the campaign to 
the post-election period, and seek to inflict 
reprisals on their late opponents. 

The Board of Aldermen's action in reducing 
the powers of Board President Donald Gunn is 
obviously an expression of this retaliatory spirit 
that seems to be sweeping the ranks of the 
Charter victors. For some reason, defeat of the 
Charter seems not to have given the Democratic 
organization leaders who fought it the satisfac- 
tion they had anticipated. ‘So they strive to 
punish and humble their opponents, already 
punished and humbled by losing the election. 

We do not know whether Alderman Niemeyer 
is right in warning the vengeful Aldermen that 
they may bring about a revulsion of public 
opinion against them like that which followed 
the attempted governorship steal. But we do 
know that politicians have at times cut their 
own throats by going too far—and especially by 
the arrogant abuse of victorious power. 

By rights, victors ought to be happy. Why 
are the Charter victors so unhappy? 
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Centennials of Taft and T. R. 

Here and there around the world—in Wash- 
ington, in Paris, in Auvergne at the ancient 
Chateau de Chavaniac—admirers of Gen. La- 
fayette met a few days ago to keep the 200th 
anniversary of the birth of France's great mili- 
tary benefactor of the United States. Now it 
is time to remember two Presidents in connect- 
tion with their centennial dates. 

The first is William Howard Taft who was 
born 100 years ago Sunday in Cincinnati, The 
only man to be both President and Chief Jus- 
tice, he was happier in the latter office which 
he occupied with pride, thanks to appointment 
by his fellow Ohioan, Warren G. Harding, from 
1923 until 1930. The country recalls him as 
rotund, good-natured, conservative, devoted to 
the law, the last President to wear a mustache 
and the first to find relaxation in golf. 

The second of these presidential centennials 
will fall Oct. 27; 1958, which marks the birth of 
Theodore Roosevelt at 28 East Twentieth street, 
New York. Handicapped in childhood by asthma 
and always by poor eyesight, he built himself 
into a strong physical specimen which led the 
nation in the strenuous life a half century ago. 
His was a spirited time in the White House, 
when conservation of natural resources had vig- 
orous support. When Taft disappointed him, 
T.R. turned his flashing teeth against his party 
and his Bull Moose venture of 1912 put Wood- 
row Wilson in Washington. g 

To a large extent, these two— Taft and T. R. 
—typify the struggle between conservatives and 
progressives that stamps our politics a half 
centpry later. Their lives and Administrations 
ought to make most interesting and informative 
treading at the White House today.

During the pe few years, in gather- 
ing material for recent books, I have 
visited all 48 states of the Union. 
Wherever I went the impact of mech- 
anized civilization was apparent. Forests 
had been sheared. Waterfalls had been 
reduced to a sad, attenuated flow. 
People spoke of wild places they had. 
known since childhood, now vanished. 
Over and over again I heard the same 
refrain: “This used to be such a beau- 
tiful place.” 


But amid all this devastation there 
was something of gain. As the wilder- 
ness had receded, the appreciation of 
the wilderness had grown. 


“We need,” Henry Thoreau wrote in 
„Walden,“ “the tonic of wilderness—to 
wade sometimes in marshes where the 
bittern and the meadow-hen lurk, to 
hear the booming of the snipe; to smell 
the whispering sedge where only some 
wilder and more solitary fowl builds 
her nest, and the mink wis with its 
belly close to the 11

In the back-tountry of a number of 
national parks there are wonderful 
stretches of unspoiled wilderness. How- 
ever, the fundamental purpose of a na- 
tional park has not been to serve 
wildness as such. It is to pro and 
make available to the public some 
superb example of natural splendor, 
some area that is unique. 


The significance of the wilderness 
area, on the other hand, lies in charac- 
teristics that its shares with all other 
wilderness areas, namely natural condi- 
itions as completely untouched and un- 
altered as is consistent with its protec- 
tion and use as wilderness. 


The whole r of wilderness | 


preservation, although never fermulated 
as such by Congress, has grown steadily 
in importance and popular interest. Its 
greatest danger at present is the fact 
that the status of any area can be 
altered merely by administrative de- 
cree. A more solid foundation in law 
is required if the areas that have al- 
ready been set aside are to continue as 
“land forever wild.” 

It is for this purpose that Senator 
Humphrey, with a group of co-Sponsors 
in the Senate, and Representative John 
P. Saylor, and others, in the House, in- 
troduced into the Eighty-fifth Congress 
a bipartisan bill to establish a National 
Wilderness Preservation System.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 (AP) 
— The United States today 
hailed the West German elec- 
tions as democracy in action and 
expressed regret that such free- 
dom is denied the people in 
Soviet-controlled East Germany.

F the Ford story as a whole 

is one for Dickens or Gals- 

worthy, the chapters on Edsel, 
Old Henrys son, might be bet- 
ter written by F. Scott Fritz- 
gerald or John O'Hara. 

Edsel was a handsome, quiet 
man with a taste for fine things 
who was out of place in his en- 
vironment, the Detroit of the 
Roaring Twenties. Ford execu- 
tives who knew him all say that 
he was 30 years ahead of his 
time, not only in his ideas about 
automobile styling and engi- 
neering but in his theories of 
labor relations and the social 
and economic responsibilities of 
big business. He fought against 
Ford personnel director Harry 
Bennett's brass knuckles policy 
toward hourly workers and he 
squirmed with embarrassment 
over his father’s pre-World War 
II associations with Gerald L. 
K. Smith and the America 
Firsters. 

Edsel supported the Model A 
Ford and worked with E. T. 
Gregorie on the original Lineoln 
Continental, still regarded by 
motor connoisseurs as the most 
stylish car ever produced in 
America. Old Henry turned up 
his nose at such high-faluting 
experiments. I've got no use 
for a motor that has more spark 
plugs than a cow has nipples,” 
he once declared. 

Although Edsel never went 
to college — Old Henry was 
against higher education and 
Edsel wasn’t keen for it at the 
time—he knew more about Cel- 
lini and Renoir than most art 
instructors, He would spend 
months in correspondence with 
a tailor about the cut of a pair 
of golf knickers or the texture 
and dimensions of an automo- 
bile lap robe.

When 
Edsel died in 1943, Secretary 
of the Navy Frank Knox re- 
leased Young Henry from ac- 


tive duty as a naval officer to 
replace his father at the Ford 
Motor Co., then engaged in 
vital war production. Young 
Henry found himself in an 
ironic situation. The Govern- 
ment and his family felt that 
he was needed at the company, 
but the executives of the com- 
pany, controlled by Old Henry’s 
confidente, Harry Bennett, 
acted as if they didn’t want 
him. 

“When I came out of the 
Navy,” Young Henry said rec- 
ently, “I not only didn’t get a 
job at the company. I didn't 
even have a desk to sit at. 
Everyone at the plant was 
afraid to be seen talking to me.” 

It took many months of 
watchful waiting and discour- 
agements and then a palace rev- 
olution before Young Henry 
was able to make a place for 
himself and his brothers at the 
Ford Motor Co.
